We cannot better close thia article than 
by an extract from a recent article in the 
New York Herald, giving aa account of 
trip to the "oil region" in Pennsylvania 

BOW OIL IS OBTAIIBD. 

Parties coming in thie region either buy or 
leaae the land — if leaaed, giving usually one 
half the oil a* a royalty to the landholder 
After getting an engine and the machinery 
neceaaary to put down the well, consisting 
of driving wheels, connecting the engine 
with a walking- beam, aaid beam heving 
about thirty-inch stroke the proceee of 
drilling ie commenced. An iron pipe six 
inches in diameter inside and one inch 
thick of metal, is driven into th* earth from 
forty to sixty feel with a ram, like a apile 
driver, until the solid rock is reached. Thia 
being cleared out by means of a pump, 
about six feet long, with a valve in the 
bottom, the tool*, weighing some eight 
hundred pounds end thirty-five feet ia 
length, are attached to aa inch aad * half 
of oable, and the prooeee of drilling in the 
aotid rook commenced. A center bit about 
three inckea and a half wide, very sharp, is 
first used and after running this from 
three to aix feet a rammer, four and a half 
inches acroas the face, nearly round, is used 
to make the hole round aad smooth, the 
aaad pumps being used to draw out the 
drillinge aa the work progresses. At the 
depth of e hundred and sixty feat, after 
peaaing through a alate reck, the first sand 
rock is reached. This is about thirty feet 
thick. After passing through a soap rock 
aome hundred aad twenty feet oomea the 
second sand rock. This varies from ton to 
twenty-five feet in thickneea. Paaaing 
through another eoap and slate rook, cemee 
the third aaad rock, at a depth of about 
four hundred and thirty feet, la thia reek 
the oil ia found in large quaatiti**. Some 
email wells have bee* obtained in the 
aecond sand rock. After the well ia down 
to a depth of four hundred and sixty feet 
it is tubed with two inch gee pipe, aad if it 
doee not flow spontaneously, pumped to see 
if there be oil in it

Why sursly 
la running fer, as a geaerel rule, of a 
givsn number, more mea are killed ia flight 
then in fight. ' While I stand my ground 1 
am all the time destroying, weeksniag aad 
diaheer teeing the sasmy, and sncou raging 
y somponiona ia arm*. Victory, there- 
fere, ie likely to iaeure my aefoty. But ia 
running I mey be killed by the very men 
have disabled had 1 stood* 
firm. I weaken our fore**, throw the bat- 
tle upon a reduced number, expo** them to 
aad losses, become thsn an 
object of thsir hetred end contempt, dis- 
pirit them aad iavigoreu ths foe, aot oaly 
fer thia bottle but fer all fu 
Th* regulars show that the battles 
their terror* when we become used to 
haw am I ever to become used to them by 
running* If I aeve my lift by it, 1 increase 
the daager ef beiag made prisoner e bun 
drad fold. Fear or ao fear, then, I will 
fight as long as the regulars fight. 

New ia all this I put lave of country. 
Yaakee taseteaee aad brutality entirely 
cut of the question; for with penie-*trick*n 
troop*, eerryiag ia their bosoms ao Bali 
date fer their fears or morel remedy for 
their nature I defects, these considerations 
are utterly worthless, sa haa beea moot la- 
mentably proven in our last great bottle 
Th. remedy i* found ia the foregoing train 
of refactions They cannot maks brave 
mow of cowards— they cannot prevent fears 
ea the bait let eld; but they sursly ought to 
make the coward aad the timid fight man- 
fully ia epite ef their intrsaittoe. OfAsar* 
should impress them *a th* minds of their 
new recruits; aad as such msa fight well 
uader a geaerel ia whom thsy havs confi- 
dence, thsy should always, if practicable, 
be attach** te th* brigade, division or corps 
in who** gsasrals thsy hav* th* most con- 
fidence. Lord Wellington ie reported to 
heve said that by nature be waa n great 
coward, but that hi* prid* ef character, 
aalf respect end leve ef country predomi- 
nated over hi* fear*. Th* consequence waa 
thet ha became the hat* of he r eee. I see 
sj why every soldier ia the Confed- 
erate ermy might not become a here upon 
ate* earn* principle. I am aware of the mil- 
itery dogma that maa, te become good sol- 
dier*, meet first beooeae mere m oshi n — . If 
this b* i rua Ihea it wsr* better for us 
fpeltey aside) te maks op our armies of 
stout, able-bodied negroes, inured to toil, 
taee of their high-minded, chivalrous but 
mors feeble masters. At the apanin, 
ths war aur armies wsr* composed 
af trace* of the latter class — mea 
sas*. msn of wselth, mea mt the learned 
M*|*a*lB*>, Con g i ssssn sn, legislator*, pro- 
fessor* aad studsate— all ■••aa l smst te a 
life of oomparattve see*. There was littls 
•Jlfflag «f them or time for trilling them 
in a •sriee sf bat- 



My first shaptcr we* addrssssd to raw 
recruit*. It was not designed te diseipete 
their fears ia battle, for ae oounssl ean do 
thin; but te teach them to be good soldiers 
in spit* of their feers — to show them that if 
they will consult thsir owa personal safs* y 
they will fight ia feer, rether than run from 
fear. 1 now address the soldisrs gsaerally 
Much that I havs said to ths first class is 
equally applicable to this. 

Msa who engags in battl* expecting to 
be whipped, ere very certein to be whipped. 
Th* reason is plain Thsy fight without ob- 
ject and without spirit— thsir thoughts 
re occupied in rinding apologies fer run- 
ning then the achievement of victory. Now 
I con conceive of but theac four things 
which caa induce a rational being to ex- 
pect defeet in bottle: 

1st. Superiority in numbers opposed to 
him. 

2d. Superiority in erms. 
Sd. Superiority ia valor. 
4th. Superiority in generalship. 
Let us coasidsr these mattera ia thsir 
order: 

\*L Superiority ia X umber i. — Tht* I* the 
bugbear that mad* coward* of us for thirty 
ysers before we acceded, which seems to 
havs turnsd the heads of half the nation, 
civil aad military, within the laat tw* 
months, aad whieh seems likely to make us 
destroy oursclvss to ksep the Yaakeea from 
destroying us. 

I havs already beetowed a few remarks 
upon thia head; let us consider it a little more 
in detail. To give the instances iu which 
brass msn conquered twice and thrioe their 
numbers would be te writs a book. Taks 
a few cases from our owa history. At Big 
Bethel thirteen hundred Confederate* put 
to confusion and flight four thousand Fed 
•rate. At th* battle of Blackbura a Ford 
Bull Rum ons brigade whipped twice ite 
number. At the first bottle of Maaaa 
thirty-eight thousand completely routed 
eevsnty-fivs thoueand. It is seid the Yea 
keea fight bettor aow than they did then 
aad that the Westera Federate fight bettor 
thaa the Eastern. This may be true, but 
it would be a harmless truth if we did not 
fight worse. We whipped Western troops 
at Chtehasnauga, aad ws wo ^. 1J n * Te 

brigadsV^more'VJui msn hsd not played 
the coward. 

Even ia the rout which these meu led off, 
Cleburne s gallant bend arrested the whole 
Federal army, when they were probably 
four to one againat him. Thia I regard as 
by fsr th* most brilliant feat of the war. 
To have Blood hi* ground would have been 
creditable to him end hia mea, but in the 
idst ef eonfuaioa aad flight to havs 
formed his msn m an advantageous posi 
tion, ead to have maintained it againat re- 
peeled aaenulte of ovsrwhslming numbers, 
and to havs defeated them, entitle* him to 
nonument aa high as Lookout, aad te 
each of hia men one as high aa Miaaioa 
Kidge. 1 hope he will preserve with pscu 
lor care the name of every maa that stood 
by him ia that msmorabls conflict. t 

Here, then, ws havs aa illustration from 
ths sums betlls-fisld, of ths difference be- 
tween running from superior numbers and 
fighting thsm bravsly. Cleburne demon- 
strated, under every discouragement, that 
Western troops, svsu lu the sxultation of 
victory, mey be whipped by inferior num- 
ber*, when posaeeed of superior valor. Let 
the renegades remember this and rstrisvs 
their credit by fighting gallaatly ia thsir 
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next battl*. 

There ar* other considerations which It 
ssems to me should divest numbers of thsir 
terrors to reflecting troope; nt leaet so far 
a* to rates thsm abovs cowardly conduct. 

Theac truths all will admit : ths mors 
meu ia the army the more unwieldy aad 
sluggish does it become, the moredifBcult is 
it to maks them effective in action, the 
mors on ths sick list, ths more killed by a 
givsn numbsr of shot*, th* mere transpor- 
tation aad provisions do thsy require, aad 
the more unlikely thai they will have e 
dcr eapabls of directing their 
to skillfully and usefully. These 
serious drawbacks to n large 
> ( especially when faraway from home. 
They will, ef themselvss, sxnauat it in time. 
A small army, than, haa svsry ad van tags 
of a large one, except in ths singls mattsr 
of number*. Thsy ar* mora immediately 
under th* eys of th*ir commander, mora 
reedily eonoentreted, more prompt in reaeh- 
i B g the points of attack, lose fswsr ia bat- 
tle, end in retraal ^orderly retreat 1 mean ), 
are absolutely unapproachable by their 
cumbersome foe. Thess facta era of thsm- 
s*lv«* sumcisnt ta aeeeuat far th* many 
victories whieh infsrior numbers havs 
gained over superior. Let us suppose that 
i i rant com mends a hundred thousand men, 
and Johnstou but fifty thousand. There 
are twenty positions between Daltoa and 
Atlanta whieh Johnston map occupy with 
ths certainty of whipping Grant, if his 
msn wL'1 fight breraly. (U i* to b* hoped 
hs has sxamined all thaa* poaiL'oM 
Should ba bs driven from one of these pos 
tioas after herd fighting, hi* loses*, coa 
parsd with those of the sasmy, will k 
about ae ons i» fivs. Aad se of all the 
othsr positions. But there is on* view of 
th* subject which should quist sil fear* of 
th* soldier oa ths ssose of numbers, aad it 
is this that it is absolutely impossibls for 
('■rant to conquer Johnston in ths cess sup- 
smaad, b— aaer it ia absolutely impossibls 
for him to fores Johnston into a fight upon 
ground of his own choosing. Upoa ths 
whole, then, thsr* is no great cauas sf 
olarm to ths soldier ia the a urn her* eppoeed 
to him. Ths Fatten policy avoids defeat at 
leesL 

2d. Ass*vvdrt*y te Arwu. — Except la artil- 
lery, 1 kaow of no advaategs ths snemy 
have of us in arms— certainly nons to be 
f,»red. Of artillery 1 have already spoken, 
and shown that they are tae least formida- 
ble tojalamtr'- of war of any that ar* 
uaed. For lbs destruction of fortifications, 
■hint aad towns cannon era useful ; but for 
field ssrv ice they are lbs most taooavsa- 
toat, eambareome, inefficient, expensive, 
worthless engines of war that svsr were 
Invented. A men told me h* had been in 
six battle*, aad hs had aaver seen a man 
killed by e cenaoa or bomb ia his life. 
\ a other told ms that he had belonged te aa 
artillsry oorp* tor twe year*; that la that 
um t they hod broksa down four teams of 
horses, aad beea brought into acUea hat 
onoe in which he hod a* reason to believe 
t boa. they had killed ia single maa. They 
fear oannoa, thaa, Simply •!>*■** msn 
te reason whea they eagags ia battle, 



yielding valor. ' True, but with a maa of 
oommen eenss, it should require but very, 
little screwing to do that which will insure 
him victory, or no valor. When f was a 
boy, about thirteen year* of age, my father 
lived fourteen miles from Aug. iste. Oa the 
road to the oity, there was ons 
a man had been murdered, 
where a woman had been killed, and stories, 
were rife ia the neighborhood of terrific 
eight* ***n at thess plecee at night. 1 do 
not suppoee that a house full of gold oould ; 
hevs induced me to pass thsm alons at tight*,' 
Ons day my father remarked, ia my pres- 
ence, "I nsvsr allowed my children to be 
frightened with foolish stories about ghesxs, 
ate. Thar* is may *•* *, who, if ns s ss s niy , 
would go from her* to Augusta at midnight, 
with ao mora fear thaa I would feel at do- 
ing ao. ' "Meroy oa me, thought I, "how 
Hide my fathsr knows of kis *•*•!" But 
the remark had a magical effect upon m*. 
It est ms to thinking of ths folly of my 
fears, ths glory I should heve in verifying 
my fathsr s opinion ef me, aad ih* shasa* 
that I should feel at hi* discovering thai be 
had ovoreetimated ma aad I began to en- 
tertain a timid dseirs to prove my heroism. 
Not long after thia I was belated, and had to 
pass on* of thess places at night and alone. 
I was awfully alarmed as I approached the 
snot, but I determined to go slowly by iu 
w hen I reached it my fears rapidly sub- 
sidsd ! "aad now, thought I, ' if 1 oen only 
tell, whsn I gst horns, that I stopped and 
ssarched for ghosts and bins light*, aad 
listened for groaning*, Ac, what an honor 
it will be for me! " I did so, and thence- 
forward became « tolerably brave boy. 

Now, if such inducement* aa the** oould 
make a timid boy act the hero, why should 
not love of country, the glory of viotory 
and the shams of defeat, mahe even coward* 
act the hero ' But I am departing frarn the 
subject* proposed for this article. I corns 
now to speak of actual operatioas ia the 
field. 

If tea thousand engage twenty thousand, 
ths labor of fighting is about equal on both 
sides. Ths human constitution oen oaly 
endure a oe stain amount of labor and 
fatigue, and at this point ths belligerents 
must stop. All othsr things being equal 
thea, if the tea thousand hold on to thia 
point, they oan not possibly be conquered ; 
and it s a hundred to one, that the twenty 
thousand vield the contest before they 
rsech lbs point of ex h.i nation. 

Cbarjt of Bagowti.—U the soldisr for- 
get* all slss that I havs writtsa or may 
write, let him not forget what I say upon 
this hsad. It ha* been snid that in all Bo- 
naparte s battles thsr* wsrs but three in- 
stances of a fight with bayonets. With these 
•xceptions, whenever he or his adversaries 
brought the battle to a band- to- hand fight, 
oae or the other party iavariably gave way. 
Now he fought every natioa ia Europe.aad, 
with one exception, alwaya with infsrior 
numbsr*. Th* Turks hs fought in Egypt 
and Syria— a barbarous people. At Acre, 
he fought 'he Turks, assisted by ths English. 

coilsd from a chargs of t.ayoneta? Be that 
a* it may, we all kaow that, up to his Rus- 
sian i ampaign, his battles were little slss 
thaa ons unbroksn seriss of victories. I 
have inquired of a numbsr of our 
and soldisr*. whsthsr they ever wil 
a fight with bay onsts during the war; and I 
havs not found tbs man who has ssen such a 
thing. And yet I have heard of a huudred,if 
not five hundred, charges being mads during 
tbs war. In all thsse charges, then, one or 
the other party must heve given way. Now 
what is ths conclusion from all this? Why, 
that whsthsr vou fight with civilized or 
)>arbarous nations, or with oivilixed and 
barbarous mixed, with royalist or republi- 
cans, with suuel or unsqual numbers y th* 
disproportion not being very great i, yoa 
have oaly to stead firm ia a beyonst fight 
to assurs you of viotory. Thsrs is nothing 
in war mora certain than this. When the 
bottle then comee to a cross of bayoaots, 
whatever may be your alar ma, sse it 
through, and your triumph ia aura.

This is a sore subject to touch. One feels 
like treading on a hundred corns all at once 
Nearly svery family bas iu sore spot — iu 
dark corner — iu private closet, carefully 
locked up and the interior bidden from the 
light of day. It seems strange to say that 
most family difficulties arise from tbe igno- 
rance of tbe different members of each oth- 
er, and yet it is sadly true. Maoy families 
live together for years, and separate, 
knowing less of each other s secret feelings, 
motives, and the springs which guide ac- 
tion, than of others who have lived togeth- 
er outside tbe family oircle. Small jeal- 
ousies, petty selfishness creep in and pro 
duoe estrangement, which frequently mar 
the happiness of a lifetime. 

There is little appreciation of the divine 
beauty and loving graceful possibilities of 
the family relation. It is so common a fact 
that we lose sight of iu wisdom, just as we 
forget to be*thankful that the sun shines, or 
that the dew and rain fall. Tbe sweet nai

FtiL Fstu son Cows.— It's of bo use to 
thiak of keening up the quality and quan- 
tity of eur buuar if we negleol the fall feed- 
lag of our oows. When the grass lias bee a 
btttsn by the frost several times U loses its 
swsetasss and its subetoaee. There may 
be enough in bulk, but the anlmnls do not 
like it as well, aad it does not moke as mush 
milk sr f Mooes. The poet are feed must 
be gradually supplemented by fodder and 
we oaa well afford to go to ths trouble aad 
sxpense of it, for butter sslls at very ream- 
nerative prices. Corn stalks not yst dry 
will generally be eaten up clean, nnd n few 
thrown out morning and oight ars net only 
relishing, but have a direct and marked ef- 
fect on the milk product. Sweet apple* 
especially, fed in reasonable quaatities, 
ars good; but do not let the oows hav* ths 
run of the orchard, Pumpkins are trot- 
rots, a fsw at a time, twice a day, with all 
the see l remove i. Cabbage leaves, beet 
and turnip and oarrot tope, and such like 
gonlea re ruse, are sseelleot. A little dry 
buy may also be .given to advantage, fred-, 
ing sal only what will be eatoa np dean. 
A few piau of bran or cornmeal, or a few 
ears of soft oorn, or some oil meal may be 
fed daily. Yet the change from simple 
pasture to this extra food should be mods 
gradually. All acknowledge the import- 
ance of this carefulness in spring, when 
passing from dry feed to grass. There 
should be similar core exercised io the foil, 
or the yisld of milk will fall off. Cows or 
sheep that ars in good flesh, not to say fat, 
at the beginning of the cold weather oro 
half winter.- 1. Just now it is that feed 
tells best. Tbe fresh bracing air gives aa 
appetite; the annoyanoe of heat aad flies 
does not wear off the flesh; animals can feed

All that is requisite ia ouriag Iadiao 
corn is, simply to got ths water out of the 
leaves and stalks. It is ths water or sap 
that oausee it to mould and spoil in the 
stack or mow. Ths stalks need not pass 
through any fermentation, any more than 
clothes, after they are washed, in order to 
dry them. The sulks need simply to be 
dried. That is all that is accessary. 

Now, if oas ho* on abundance of barn 
room, let the stalks bo bound in small bun- 
dles and carried to ths barn as soon as 
practicable after being cut, and let the 
bundles be set up all about the barn. In a 
few week* they will be so thoroughly cured 
ill aot spoil if put in a solid

superior cattle for the purpose of improv- 
ing the breed in the I'aited Stntes. This 
ws* probably ths first introduction of im- 
proved cattls imported iato this country, 
aad from which it Is supposed originated 
the famous "Patton Slock in Kentucky. 

The first effort to improve the breed of 
cattle ia ihie aouatry that we have aoy ac- 
count of was mads by Matthew Potion, of 
Virginia. This breed of cattle was held io

Up to ths year tM9 
nil the English oestls ia Kentucky were de- 
rived from the Patton Stock. 

Soon after the war of lt*12 Colonel Lewis 
Sanders, of Kentucky, imported from Eng- 
land ia 1817, in all, twelve bead— four 
short-horned bulls, and four short-horned 
oows, aad the other four Hereford a. These 
were known ns the importation of 1*17.

becoming a well understood principle that 
pears are improved by being gathered be- 
fore fully ripe. Some should approach near- 
er maturity than others. But early applee 
should be fully ripe, as a general rule, be- 
fore gathering. Late fall aad early winter 
apples should not be eatable wbea picked, 
and all the late winter varietioe should be 
gathered whoa too hard to yield the pres- 
sure of the thumb, and always before heavy 
fall frosts. A dry time should be selected, 
if possible. 

Apples should bo kept cool, barely so ss 
aot to freese. A miaimum temperature of 
thirty four degrees is probably about right, 
with as liuls iuctuation as possible. 

The ripeaiag process ones 
goes on, no matur how cold, if frost is not 
present, slowly, perhaps, but uninterrupted- 
ly, until full maturity. Henoe the import 
once of a cool collar, which should always 
be dry aad dark. It should be frequently 
aired, wksn ths sutside Umporaiure will 
allow it — [Trans Indiana Hurt.
